Tokyo, Yesterday. 

Japan's reply — to the United 
States protest of January 17 ove 
various incidents in Nanking, 
directly and indirectly involving 
Americans, was delivered to the 
United States Embassy this 
afternoon. 

The reply,. which exceeds 
1,200 words, states that the 
Japanese ° Government has 
steadfastly pursued a policy of 
respecting, us far as possible, 
the rights and. interests in 
Chinu of the United States and 
other third Powers. 

Tt was, ‘therefore, with very 
profound regret that the Japan- 
ese Government received the 
United:States Note concerning 
infringements of American in- 
terests and improper — acts 
against the American flag, and 
-orders were immediately issued 
to the Japanese authorities on 
the spot to conduct thorough- 
going investigations. i 

INADEQUATE CONTROL 

Aso result of these ‘investiga- 
uona, the reply adda as follows: 

“In Nanking, various. cases 
were found to have occurred be- 
cause ef inadequate control cue 
to unavoidable insufficiency of 
the force detailed to protect third 
Power rights and | interests, as 
well as for general police part 
posea, 

“The highest command — has 
been doing its utmost to bring 
about a satisfuctory settlement 
of the cases by establishing the 
facts and then dealing appro- 
priately with the responsible pur- 
ties necording to military law. 

“Certain points, however,  re- 
quire further investigation.” 

ON THE SPOT 

The reply states that the Jap- 
anese Government intends to set- 
tle the question of compensation 
for loss or dumage on the spot. 

Concerning Hangchow, — the 

Jnpancse reply states that the 

Jnpanese forces at Hangchow 

on Dec. 22 found thelr supplics 

from the reur had been cut off, 
and they were therefore oblig- 
ed to requisition provisions. 

The Japanese commanders had 
strict instructions to protec: third 
Power rights and Interests. 

Furthermore, the reply con- 
tinues, after the entry of Japan- 
ese troops inte ‘Hangchow, they 
sent gendarmes to post notices on 
third Power buildings to ensure 
their protection. 

EFFECTED AT NIGHT . 

Nevertheless, the document 
proceeds, as the requisitioning 
was effected at night, while fight- 
ing was still in progress, the Jap- 
anese might have failed to re- 
cognise such notices or -third 
Power flaga.. 

Also, as third Power buildings 
were intermingled with those of 
Chinese, and there were no. owners 
in the houses in question, it - was 
possible that some of the requisi- 
tioning squads were mistaken in 
identification. ae ‘ 

It should be noted that “num- 
crous caseg of looting and de- 
struction were committed by 
the Chinese, who took advan- 
tage of the prevalent confusion. 

“Tho difficulty of ascertalning 
the facts of such circumstances 
will ensily be understood.”

‘brochures and pamphlets of a political nature, criticisms of 
fundamental institutions of the State, national defence re- 
ports and reports concerning impending Government appoint- 


ments. 

Another ruling in that the press 
ia forbidden to publish any news 
in connection’ with the mysterious 
disappearance of the Soviet char- 
ge d‘affaires with the exception 
of official communiquea. 

There seems to be a_ complete 
Inck of sympathy for M. Goga on 
the part of the man in the street. 

Similar sentiments were ex- 
prersed by members of the new 
Government at the firat council of 
ministers. 

CONFUSION 

Marsha) Averescu, Minister of 
State, said that M. Goga’s measur- 
es had done nothing but plunge 
the country into confusion. 

In the course of the day, 
several political parties stated 
their attitude towards the new 
Government, The Liberal Party 
snid it would refrain from op- 
Position to any measures in- 
troduced by the new Govern- 
ment.

MISTAKEN TACTICS 

The Trades Union Congress 
celebrated ‘the occasion by send- 
ing a deputation to Downing 
Street to state a case for League 
Sanctions agninst Japan, 

Everyone knew why It did this. 
It had rejected a proposal for di- 
rect Trade Union action to stop 
trafic with Japan. : 

Since it would do nothing itself, 
it proposed that Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain should take over the 
role of hero. No change is notice- 
able in his behaviour, 

For my own part I am dis- 
posed to think that this method 
of sending deputations to the 
leaders of the owning class {s 
beneath the dignity of a mili- 
tant Labour Movement.

The 
only effective part of it consists 
of the three Great Powers, France, 
the Soviet Union, and Britain.

Washington directly and 
not by way of Geneva. 

Again, the League is a body 
with no moral or politicul cohe- 
sion. It is pucked with tho satel- 
Utes of the Fascist Powers—Por- 
tugal, Poland, Greece, Austria, 
Chile, and the rest—who can stop 
any chance of action under the 
unanimity rule, unless one is pre- 
pared to bribe or intimidate them 
all.

Letter in Defence Of Karl Marx 


IR,—<A, battle has been in pro- 
S gress In these columns be- 
tween n pacifist preacher (the 
Rey. J. D. MacLean), and a pro- 
fessor of science (Professor C, A. 
Middletun Smith). The former, 
in-his indignation at the injustice 
and moral decay inherent in the 
present atage of development of 
the machine age, has roused the 
latter to a spirited defence of the 
benefits to humanity of science. 

The prencher wishes to abolish 
the evils he deplores by teaching 
men to love one another, 

The scientist is aware chiefly of 
the blessings brought us by his 
machines, attributing the accom- 
panying ecyils to “man’s Inhuman- 
ity toman...'. which is an es- 
sential characteristic of the raco.” 
The -former therefore has a theory 
as to the cause of the world's 
woes, namely that men do not love 
one another; but he cannot tell ua 
how this universal love is to be 
brought about. The latter sees 
nothing particularly wrong with 
society as organised under the 
dominant culture of capitalism. 
its imperfections being quite na- 
tural since man himself is impor- 
fect. 

One would have left Professor 
Middleton Smith to be awakened 
from hia complacent slumber by 
the bombs of his “naturally {m- 
perfect” capltalist neighbour, ‘but 
for his remarkable observatiohs 
on the subject of Marxism. = Ile 
impHes that if there is anythiny 
wrong with the world, apart from 
the fact that capitalism needa 
some reforms and that the rest of 
the world is not yet industrialised 
on a capitalist basis, it is the fault 
of Marxism. He explicitly states 
that the present “almost insoluble 
problems in” international rela- 
tions” and “the dreadful persecu- 
tion in Russia”‘ were created by 
that indefatigable busybody Karl 
Marx “reading and writing the 
long day through in the British 
Museum”. 

Now many things have been 
anid about Marxism. But to blame 
Karl’ Marx for the international 
erlats' of capitalism is about as 
absurd as blaming Newton for the 
laws of gravity. For what is 
Marxism? It is the sole existing 
scientific analysis of the laws of 
motion of socicty, and jn particu- 
Marx 
did not create the present “almost 
insoluble problems of internation- 
al relations;” he foretold them. 
Ho showed how the mode of pro- 
duction ‘of the material moans: of 
existence conditions the whole 
process of social, political, and 
intellectual life; how, at ao certain 
stage of their dovelopment, the 
material productive forces of. so- 
clety como into contradiction with 
the existing productive relation- 
ships, that is, with the proporty 
relationships within which . they 
had moved before, transforming 
theso relationships from forms of 
development of the productive 
forces, into thelr fetters; how 
when this stage {s reached, ; an 
epoch of social revolution opens. 

This theory, only tho barest 
summary of whoao conclusions 
can be given hero, was expounded 
in the middle of the - ninctcenth 
century during the hoyday of ca- 
pitaliom, whon {t was accepted as 
axiomatic that the capitalist sys- 
tom was tic apogeo of human so- 
clol davelopmont, tho final form 


of soclety from which Increased 
blessings must continue to flow to 
mankind jn geometrical progres- 
sion. Marx alone, by means of 
his materialist interpretation of 
history, was able to see that capi- 
talism contained within itself the 
germs of Its own decay. For, as 
a result of his discovery that the 
history of all post-primitive —so- 
ciecy is the history of class strug. 
gles, of the atriving of some of the 
members of society in conflict 
with others, he was able to see 
that cnpitalism, by splitting Bo- 
clety {nto two great hostile 
groups, bourgeoisie and proletar- 
int, and ‘by thus accentuating and 
simplifying class antagonisms, 
was creating ‘the very means by 
which its own’ eyentupl overthrow 
would be brought about. 

Tho monopolistic and imperial- 
istic developments of. present day 
capitalism follow directly from 
Marx's law of motion of capitalist 
society. Moreover Marxian ana- 
lysis reveals that the inevitable 
result of tho growth of trusts and 
monopolics in the chief capitalist 
countries is increasingly fierce 
competition between such groups 
in their struggle for markets, raw 
materials, and fields for invest- 
ment, culminating, unless checked 
by revolution, in war. 

The development of capitalism 
from an expansive to a restrictive 
system, social revolution, and im- 
perialist war—isn’t this a fair 
picture of the world to-day? Not 
only did the genius of Marx fore- 
sce all this, while his comtempor- 
aries saw only an unending gold- 
en vista of rising profits, imperial 
tribute, and Victorian culture; 
not only did Marx give the world 
the only scientific explanation of 
the chaos he saw ahead or capital- 
ism; he also showed that the only 
way to the solution of the pro- 
blems created by capitalism was 
through tho rovolutionary over- 
throw of the system and the final 
abolition of classes by the power 
of the dictntorship of- the prole- 
tarfat. 

This brings.us to the chargo 
that Marx prodticed “the drendful 
persecution in Russia.” Professor 
Middleton Smith's professed re- 
gard for facts will not permit him 
to deny the amazing achievements 


age the Industries alrendy social- 
ised, to root otit every vestige of 
reactionary sabotage and revived 
exploitation, and to guide the 
wavering intermediary elements 
and classes, Russia would not 
have become the ‘birthplace of the 
new socialist’ civilisation, but. 
would have sunk back to the hor- 
rors of an imperialistic military 
feudalism on a lower level oven 
than Japan, ; 

The Russian disciples of Marx, 
says Professor Middleton Smith, 
are “blood brothers and brothers 
in blood” to the fascist dictators. 
To compare the dictatorship of 
the proletarint with the fascist 
dictatorship is entirely to misun- 
derstand their respective histori- 
cal functions. As the. fascists 
themselves avow, fascist dictator- 
ship jan permanent institution. 
Proletarian dictatorship, on the 
other hand, is a temporary = tac- 
tical measure to facilitate the 
transition from capitalism to sv- 
cialism, from dictatorship to de- 
mocracy, from class society ‘to 
classicss socicty. Saye 


Thus the result of all Marx's 


teaching is to be the creation of |, 


a ‘classless society. Man's inhu- 
manity to man is not natural and 
inevitable, as Professor Middleton 
Smith asserts, but the effect of 
the antagonistic environment of 
class society. It is not the con- 
sciousness of men that determines 
their existence, ibut, on the con- 
trary, It is their social existence 
that determines their consclous- 
ness, Here then is the answer to 
the Rev. MacLean'’s question 
“How should men be made to love 
one another?” Subatitute « co- 
operation and social conscious- 
ness for exploitation and compcti- 


tion as the motive forces of s80-,- 


ciety, and you substitute love for 
hate, humanity for inhumanity, in 
man's relations with his neigh- 
bour.

Modern “philan- 
thropy considers man in the light’ 
of human oxperience. Charity 
views him in the Nght of faith, 
The motives of modern philan- 
thropy are purely human motives. 
At the best they rest upon oa na- 
tura) and Iaudable human sym- 
cathy, a feeling of solidarity with 
the other social strata of society. 
At the worst, they may rest on'a 
calculating fear of revolt, unless 
she underprivileged are given at- 
least ,the bare necessities.” (Sho 
must have been thinking of Bri- 
tain when she wrote that lost son- 
tence). “Far different are the mo- 
tives of Christian charity. For 
sharity ia the “theological virtue 
vhich inclines ua-fowards loving 
Sod above all things for His own 
anke, and towarda loving ourselves’ 
and our neighbour on account of 
God. The motive of Christian 
charity is love of God,... The 
Catholic ia not satisfied with the 
mere distribution of alms or the 
mere performance of social ease 
work. The motive’ must be right, 
or elxe. these activities are not 
charity at all.” 


Wringing Virtue 


‘|From Necessity 


Ican hear some of my Communist 
and Socialist friends yawn and 
answer with a ribald, “Bosh! Who 
wants charity any way?, Man is 
man, and that’s the end of it! 
What man wanta is not charity 
but economic justice. Human. 
needs must be satisfied by society, 
and there’s nothing more te be 
said, except to say that 
so- long as this charity  buai- 
ness is extolled as a “theological 
virtue’ for the posacssion of 
which men and women are 
canonised, so long will sainthiness 
mean nothing but the ability to 
wring virtue out of other people’s 
necessity—a piece of damnable 
hypocrisy—anathema to a sane, 
thinking man!” : 

I would have answered Jn that 
strain myself some six or soven 
months ago, but. now I am not so 
sure. I’m not so sure because’ a 
deeper study of Communist doc- 
trine hns led me to question the 
Communist evaluation of man, I; 
have come to the conclusion that 
what the Communist means by 
man and the meaning that I in- 
clude in my use of that word, aro 
not by any means identical: To 
the orthodox Communist,.mian is 
a higher animal, the highest 
animal probably, whose life is con- 
ditfoned entirely by his.cconomic 
racial history and ‘his economic 
cavironment. It isn’t considered to 
bo even man’s duty to change his 
conditioning, if he initiates a. re- 
volution he is mercly ‘folowing 
blindly the cconomic compulsion 
of his own: life, Economtcs,- like 
Thomas Hardy’s Destiny, “with 
men for picces, plays.” : 


Money Slaves 
At Both Ends : 


‘That is the popular Communist 
viow of man which I cannot ac- 
copt, I admit that it may bo o 
complete definition of the Nves 
of millions of my fellow men— 
the middle-class wago-slaves, the 
monoy slaves at both ends of tho 
economic. polo—but it Is not an 
adequate dofinition of the life of

man an man; it is not an adequate 
definition of the Ife of many men 
whom I myself know; it is not an 
adequate definition of the Hycn of 
men Jiko, Socrates, Confuclus, 
Dante, Heine, Shakespeare, Keats, 
Bunyan, certainly not of the life 
of Karl. Marx, and most aqsurodly 
not’ of the Nfo of Jesus of 
Nazarcth, Indeed, I do not bolievo 
that It ig an absolute definition of 
the wholo Hfe of any individual 
main or woman alive. , 

Funnily enough, however, I do 
not find the “Catholic” approach 
to social service any more satis- 
fying to my. belief in the true na- 


ture of man. While it doce “differ 
sharply from the followers of mo-' 


dern philanthropy” as welt oa 
from.the Communists, it fails to 
satisfy me because it leaves out 
of its accounting the bald econo- 
mics facts upon which alone tho 
Communist bases hia action and 
his appeal. Tho “Catholic” ap: 
proach accepts the modorn Capl- 
talist valuation of life and of an 
‘clety and proceeds to pour Itself 


tempted to an- gut in virtue-making service with 


out recognising its economic res- 
ponsibility to God and to man— 
its responsibility to participate in- 
tolligently in, if not, actually to 
lead. in changing the economic 
systom, in supplanting it with some 
other better able to achieve tho 
ideals of justice and peaco, a 
system moro truly in keoping with 
its own conception of the dignity 
and eternal worth of man. 


Hong Kong 
Incident 


For example, Iet Blessed An- 
thony Claret suffice on thia point. 
Blessed Anthony states that “God 
helps him who practices voluntary 
poverty in two ways: oither by 
moving the heart of the rich to 
help him, or by enabling him to 
live without cating.” One cannot 
help wondering if Blessed An- 
thony Claret could not have seen 
his way open to say the same 
thing about those whose poverty 
was not voluntary, or to make it 
true of those myriads of men und 
women, thousands of whom are 
living in the streets of Hong Kong 
who would benefit considerably 
from a bowl of rice. I wonder 
what the Blessed Anthony would 
have done about a woman I knew 
who was discharged from the 
Kwong Wah Hospital because it 
could not afford the food which 
sho needed to cure her of-her 
trouble and so save her from 
death. : : 

No I don’t think that the Bless- 
ed Anthony Claret’s statement Ss 
true of povorty which js not vo- 
Juntary, and I do not believe that 
it Is true of voluntary poverty 
cutalde of certain circles, arlato- 
cratic and wealthy circles, such 
as he himself lived in for the last 
thirteen years of his life, whoro 
saintliness is admired, and where 
it is considered “virtuous” to give 
to the necessity of such folks, 


Asceticism 


That is the aspect of “Catholic” 
charity which exasperates. me. 
During the last century the Catho- 
lic Church produced in Europe 
twenty-five of these people who, 
believing thus, were beatified or 
canonised for their (legally 
proven) “virtues.” One wonders 
what would have been the result 
to Europenn society if they had 
devoted their unquestionably dis- 
interested lives to the developing 
economic life of Europe 
along Christian lines. Tho 
“blessedneus,” even the ecstastes 
which: spring from abstegtion 
from food, do not inspire me to 
emulate thom. Asceticiam is good, 
especially good when it is practis- 
ed for unselfigh ends, Self-giving 
js valuable above all other con- 
duct when its ‘end is not just self- 
righteonsnesa but the good of men 
and of society; when it is achieved 
for man as:man, and not for man 
as an example of poverty, ’ 

Miss Walsh assorts in hor book 
that this “Catholic” concoption of 
charity which we hove been dis- 
cussing, “constitutes 2 complete 
philosophy of poor reliof.” I dis- 
agree. No “philosophy of poor re- 
Hof” la completa which docs not 
include a revolutionary and dyns- 
mic conception of socioty, a con- 
ception of socioty upon the attain- 
ment of which tho vory ricoossity 
for a “philosophy of poor relicf” 
will havo vanished. In illustration 
of the futility of a philosophy 
which is dovold of a revolutionary’ 
economic plan, take the work of 
the Salesian -Fathors, the world’s -

greatest experta on rescue work 
among boys. Think of the work 
which is performed by thia Society 
fn Hong Kong alone, They have 
in thefr care nome hundreds of 
boys whom they are training along 
tho excellent lines dofined by their 
Founder Saint John. Bonco, and 
then In view of the gigantic, un- 
Ansosned, amount of uncemploy- 
ment in tho Colony, ask this ques- 
tlon—unless human Mfo,and,hap- 
pinoos as such are devold of real 
value in themselves, (which would 
moan, if it io true, that: the Crea- 
tor isn fool) is there any earthly 
good in equipping boys for a kind 
of life which prevailing economic 
conditions will forever precluda 
them {rom attaining? Is tho ox- 
collent rescue work done by them 
purposeful, is it intelligent, until 
thelr philosophy Includes some re- 
volutionary conception of society 
for which they are deliberately 
working? Saint John Bosco may 
have known great happiness in his 
work, he may have taken the word 
of his spiritual superiors that 
virtue was accruing to him for all 
he did, and each of his followers 
may have similar experiences, but 
why must saintlincss stop thoro?

Why must it be so blind? Why 
must tho ‘Catholic’ philosophy 
of poor relief and social service 
lack this essential, without which 
it misses so much it would other- 
wise achieve? Is there anything 
iniquitous in working for a just dis- 
tribution of the wealth of the 
carth and of the products of men’s 
labour that it should not be fn- 
cluded jn the ‘Catholic’. philo- 
sophy of social service? 

We may train men by our self- 
denying service and by our oelf- 
sacrifice to bo “as good as gold!
